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TRENDS IN FRUIT GROWING 


America as an industrial nation becomes more and more specialized as time goes on and the 
results of such specialization is to make conditions in all fields of production highly sensitive to 
trends, whether they be of the past, present or future. 

In the fruit industry, one observes definite trends developing in the various fruit areas producing 
all types of fruit. Varieties come in for changes under the impulse of trends and by the same token, 
we find, cultivation, fertilization, spraying and a multitude of other operations responding to trends. 
Every phase of operation is sensitive to changing conditions brought about by well developed theories 
from trend thinking. 

VARIETY TRENDS 


We are most concerned at the moment with variety trends as they may influence future planting 
whether it be in peaches, apples, pears or any other type of fruit. 

For the peach grower in the south we watch carefully the trend away from midseason and late 
varieties and note the swing to very early types. : 

Many new promising varieties of good quality are being grown in Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi 
and South Carolina with others coming in the near future. 

The trend for the past 15 to 20 years has been away from Elberta season either ahead or to fol- 
low. So strong has the demand been from producing areas that Elberta from a percentage of 80% 
in the overall picture, it has now dropped to a possible 28%, which indicates the vast change in dis- 
tributing peaches over a longer and longer fruiting season. 

All peach areas from south to north are feeling the force of trends in peach consumption which 
is changing the entire variety picture. 

The same is true for Apples. The advent of the Delicious variety changed the whole production 
program for apple growers all over the country as a trend setup for sweet apples. Old time varieties 
could not stand the competition set by the trend for the Red Sports which followed and today we find 
the Red Sport absorbing 90 per cent of all sales in red apples. 

The trend for oriental plums set up by the creations of Burbank and others virtually drove out 
the American and European plums and today are the leading types being planted. The oriental types 
have so many faults however that slowly the grower is turning his attention to the new offerings in 
European and American varieties. 

Thus we see trends in every type of fruit to meet changing conditions, brought about by transpor- 
tation, refrigeration, marketing and a host of other influences, which will continue to march across 
ie neees of production history and the fruit grower today must prepare for his market of tomorrow 
or be lost. 

We as your nurserymen are constantly analysing the information gathered on new fruit varieties 
of all types in order to be prepared to give you the very best fruits suited to particular soil and 
climatic conditions where planted. Your attention to our variety listings, descriptions and recom- 
mendations will pay you dividends in the future. Your letter on any problem concerning varieties 
will be promptly answered. 


THE NURSERYMAN THE PLANTER

As fruit growing becomes more complex with new problems from year to year it is more appar- 
ent that the nurseryman must be fitted by education to assume the part of Pomologist, Pathologist, 
Entomologist, Agronomist and Food Technologist if he is to serve the Fruit Grower to his best interest. 

It is the business of the Nurseryman to keep constant check on soil prob!ems which deal specif- 
ically with the many items he grows. Very often the future behavior of the trees and plants depends 
on the soil in which it grew being adapted to the particular needs of a given variety. He must be able 
to promptly recognize nutritional deficiencies and supply the proper elements to bring the plant back 
in normal balance, again he must be able to recognize diseases and insect damage and apply proper 
corrective measures. 

He must be able to recognize most of the commercial varieties of fruits and berries, to know the 
origin and parentage, adaptability and behavior under various soil and climatic cond‘.ions, food value, 
vitamin content and processing value and a host of other characteristics found in all fruits. 

The fruit grower has come to depend on his nurseryman for a great variety of information, but 
the work concerning the production and handling of nursery stock is very little known or understood, 
as a general rule by the Planter. 

Many complaints concerning stock behavior come back to the nurseryman each year which could 
be avoided if there was a greater knowledge and a better understanding as to how trees and plants 
should be treated. 

Regardless of how well nursery stock is grown, the nurseryman cannot anticipate the results of 
exposure, careless handling, poor planting, lack of proper cultivation, fertilizing, pruning, spraying 
and general neglect which is often accorded highly perishable trees and plants. 

It is well to remember the perishable nature of all vegetable life and to accord it proper handling 
in every detail for successful behavior, for when it fails to grow properly there is a specific cause 
which can be traced out and adjusted to eliminate future disappointment.

1942 OBSERVATIONS OF THE REDHAVEN IN 
OUR THST ORCHARDS NEAR PRINCESS ANNE 
SHOW THAT THE REDHAVEN will stand low tem- 
peratures. Harly January temperatures of 13 degrees 
below zero almost wiped out some varieties, while 
REDHAVEN set a full crop. The older tree set very 
heavy and required thinning. It was again very dry 
in this section during the growing and ripening sea- 
son and this tree with a full crop did not size its 
fruit satisfactorily, however, the fruits were attrac- 
tive, firm and of good quality.

The origin of this peach has not been fully deter- 
mined yet it has been very successfully grown by 
commercial orchardists of N. J., Conn., and in sev- 
eral Southern states. It is a distinct Elberta type 
peach, very large, freestone, having a fine yellow 
flesh and the peach ripens slowly after being taken 
off the tree. It ripens from 12 to 16 days after 
Elberta, colors well with a handsome red over a deep 
yellow undertone. The tree is thrifty, hardy, heavy 
bearer of regular crops. Some growers consider it 
the best of our present list of real late peaches.

1947 Observations of Winter Injury 


Further studies made in Kentucky, Illnois, Indiana, Ohio, West Virginia, Virginia, North Carolina 
and Georgia during Summer 1947 confirms to a great degree that most injury from cold occurs in late 
November through December. Most case studies further confirmed the fact that incomplete dormancy 
of trees was largely responsible for the injury. 

Trees growing under continuous and late cultivation which went into winter with inmature wood 
were most severely injured. Considerable damage has always been done to peach trees by cultivating 
them until late in the season - some growers believe this to be necessary in years of heavy crops to 
secure best sizes and highest yield, but the cultivation should be stopped early to allow time enough to 
mature the wood before hard freezing occurs. 


STUDIES OF SOIL CONDITIONS CONTRIBUTED SOME INTERESTING FACTORS: 

A. Trees growing on poorly drained soil were more likely to be injured than those on well drained 
land. 

B. Where cover crops and mulches were used, injury was greatly reduced. 

C. Root killing on poorly drained soil occured in a great many observations made without observ- 
able injury to limbs or buds of the tree. In such cases, the tree often bloomed in the spring 
and set fruit only to die in mid-summer. 

D. Trees growing in poorly drained soil which were subject to high winds suffered more than any 
other conditions found. 

Age of tree showed interesting contrasts in various localities. Trees 2 to 5 years of age showed 
more definite early winter injury than older trees, pointing to the fact that cultivation does not stim- 
ulate the older trees to the degree found in younger trees. Where trees were injured in the 6 to 9 year 
ages, cross section cuts invariably disclosed frost injury at an earlier age, showing suscesptibility to cold 
in that particular location. 

Pruning studies show definitely that early pruning may be a hazard where winter injury occurred. 
Early season pruning was accompanied by injury in direct ratio to amount and severity of pruning 
done. Age of tree here determined amount injury, trees under 4 years suffering most. 

Insects and diseases which caused defoliation of the tree where observed, showed a marked increase 
in winter injury. Likewise spray injury to foliage weakened tree resistance materially and caused 
an accentuated injury. 

Variety studies were made covering hardiness and some found hardier than others, but due to the 
fact that relative hardiness varies from season to season, no concrete examples will be given here. Again, 
there are various types of hardiness, such as hardiness of wood, leaf bud, fruit bud, etc. A variety may 
be hardy in one respect and tender in another. Hardiness of root stocks may be a factor for future 
consideration in this respect. 

Studies concerning fertilizing showed a wide range material used and many methods of application 
and while of paramount importance with regard to winter injury, the subject cannot be treated here, 
except to state that fall application of fertilizer has proved beneficial in tending to prevent late winter 
injury and to stimulate fruit buds, making them hardier during blooming period and resulting in more 
uniform crops. 

Moisture and fertilizer are the balance wheels of successful operation. Where extreme dry condi- 
tions of early or midsummer are followed by too much moisture in late season the results will always 
be a restimulation of the sap flow and a late dormancy can be expected. This late dormancy will in most 
cases carry over into the hard freezing temperatures with disastrous results, particularly in non-bearing 
trees and those under six years of age, where culture programs are carried on to force maximum growth. 
Many young orchards fail to produce normal crops or the trees die early from unexplained causes, when 
in reality the hidden winter injury of the first or second year after planting is responsible. 

The question now arises - can winter injury be prevented? A few recommended practices may be 
considered to avoid winter injury: 

1. Plant on well drained soil or soil capable of drainage where low spots occur. 

B. Plant only on best possible frost free location and on deep soil of moderate fertility. Air 

drainage is equally important. 

2. Prune young trees after severe winter temperatures are over. Where early pruning is practiced, 
confine cutting to taking out interfering wood and water sprouts. 

3. Use only mild sprays in order that foliage may be in best condition to mature the wood tissues 
properly. : 

4. Avoid overloading trees with fruit by thinning properly. An overerop of fruit tends to weaken 
the tree generally. 

5. Use moderate application of balancing fertilizers, made in fall and again in spring to keep trees 
growing well, but not over vegetative in order that wood growth may mature properly. 


By following the above few simple rules, it is possible to have fruit trees go into winter tempera- 
tures in good physical condition to withstand average low winter cold without damage to tree or buds 
and have consistent crops of fruit during.the life of your trees.

Strawberry Culture 


1. Location, Soil and Preparation. Adequate soil 
moisture is essential to growing good strawberries; 
whether the type soil selected holds moisture well. 
Also take care that the contour of the land is such 
that frost pockets will not form late in the spring to 
freeze out the blossoms. Sites which are not affected 
by late frosts are considered the best for strawberry 
culture. Plow and prepare the soil the same as for 
truck crops. Never plant in newly plowed sod land, 


however, as white grub worms are always present in 
this type of soil and will do a lot of damage to the 
plants after being set. The soil should be high in 
humus for best results. Rye and crimson clover make 
splendid crops to turn under as a natural humus soil 
builder. However in using these, the land should be 
plowed far enough ahead so that cover crop has time 
enough to decay before the plants are set. 


2. Time To Plant. In the southern states from 
November to April is considered the best time for 
planting, March and April in the central states, and 
for the northern states, April and May the best time. 
We cannot too strongly urge early planting. Set the 
plants just as soon as the ground is workable in the 
spring. Should a cold snap follow, it will not damage 
the plants if they are properly set, and by setting 
early, the plants will grow better and be more pro- 
ductive in every way. 

3. Distance To Plant. We recommend that straw- 
berry plants be planted in rows 3%-4 feet apart, 
spacing the plants 15-30 inches apart in the row, de- 
pending on the variety. Everbearing varieties should 
be planted 12-16 inches apart. For planting in rows 
3% feet apart and 18 inches apart in the rows, it 
requires 8,000 plants per acre and in rows 4 feet 
apart and 18 inches apart in the row it requires 7,250 
plants per acre. 

4. Care of Plants on Arrival. Set plants imme- 
diately on arrival, if possible. However, if it is not 
convenient to» do so, the plants should be removed 
from the package and dipped in water to allow roots 
to plump up before setting. If the plants become 
dried out in transit, they should be placed in water 
up to the crowns for at least 3 hours. When this is 
done the plants should be set as soon as possible 
after being taken from the water, but in no case 
should the tops of the plants be wet when being set 
if the sun is shining, because very often the tops will 
scald and damage the plants materially. If you are 
not able to plant immediately after the plants are 
watered, place the plants where they will be kept 
cool and cover the roots with moss; or dig a V- 
shaped trench, open the bundles, distribute the plants 
evenly in the trench, and cover them even with the 
surface of the ground and firm the soil. In this man- 
ner they can be held until such time as you are able 
to plant. 

5. Stock to Plant. Our plants are strongly rooted 
with the finest type of fibrous roots that can be 
grown. We have developed our strawberry plant 
business until now we are shipping plants by the 
millions each season. Our shipping season opens 
October ist and continues until June 30th each year. 
Special prices will be given for cooperative groups 
and club orders.

’ CARE OF STOCK ON ARRIVAL 

The bundles should be opened immediately, the roots 
dipped in water, then heeled in moist ground, so that 
the mellow earth will come in contact with the roots 
and thoroughly protect them from the air, having the 
earth tramped solid around them. 

GENERAL PLANTING 


The ground should be carefully prepared by deep 
plowing and firming down with a disc and _ harrow. 


The holes for planting must be large enough to re- 
ceive the roots freely, without cramping or bending 
them from their natural position. All broken or muti- 
lated portions of the roots must be cut off so as to 
leave the ends smooth and sound. All trees should be 
planted two or three inches deeper than they stood in 
the nursery row; pack the soil very firmly about the 
roots by tramping with the feet, being careful not to 
bark or break the roots. Leave three inches of the 
surface soil loose to serve as mulch. If the ground 
is very dry apply one or two pails of water before this 
soil mulch is in place, and after the water has soaked 
away it can then be placed over the moist soil. Never 
put manure so as to come in contact with the roots or 
body of any plant or tree.
